The Versatile Titans

A big line, a crew of fast backs and a pass- 
ing attack that has come into ¡ts own in 
recent weeks. That's a thumbnail sketch of 
the University of Detroit club which takes 
the field against the Dons of San Francisco 
this afternoon. 

Let's take those features one at a time. 
That Titan line is the pride and joy of the 
Motor City eleven. Coach Chuck Baer was 
a standout lineman himself under the im- 
mortal Bob Zuppke at lllinois and has al- 
ways had a tough gang of guys up front for 
Detroit. The current Titan forwards are tu- 
tored by Bob lvory, former Detroit great and 
co-captain of the Titan eleven that opened 
the series with the Dons in 1946. 

Ed Wood is the mainstay of the Detroit 
forward wall, but you can't overlook Lee 
Wittmer and Alex Smail. Wood weighs 214 
and operates both on offense and defense 
at right guard. He was All-Missouri Valley 
Conference and Catholic All-America last 
fall. Smail is Detroit's heaviest lineman at 
234, though he stands only 5-feet-8. He 
plays defense and is a demon in the middle 
of the line. 

Wittmer is another two-way player. He's 
.the iron man of the team and blocked the 
kick that gave Detroit its first victory over 
Villanova since 1942 a few weeks ago. 
Another big man, Lee weighs 224 and plays 
next to Wood at right tackle. 

Center John Packo is another two-way 
player. Ends Miles Currie and Pete Bon- 
anni and Tackle Danny Kerins are defensive 
aces while Tackle Stan Gondek and Guard 
Nick Galante are the kind of blockers that 
any ball carrier likes to have in front of him. 
That brings us around to the backs, and 
the Titans are well supplied with both speed 
and power. Mike Goggins, a block-busting 
junior, runs from the fullback spot and is a 
tough man to bring down. The halfback 
jobs are in the capable hands of Jack O'Leary 
and Ronnie Horwath. 


If this trio has trouble getting started, 
Baer can replace them with a sophomore 
crew that features Jim O'Leary, Jack's broth- 
er, and Tony Bartalo at halfbacks and either 
Dick Koster or Dick Abata at full. This dual- 
backfield system has paid dividends for the 
Titans during recent weeks. 

John O'Connor and Dick Neveux handle 
the passing chores for the Titans and have 
given the Midwestern crew an aerial threat 
just as potent as their admittedly strong 
running game. O'Connor, a three-year vet- 
eran, will probably get the starting call to- 
day, but can't figure Neveux as a second 
stringer. Against Duquesne two weeks ago, 
Neveux set an all-time Titan record when 
he passed for 309 yards in a single game. 

Much of the credit for Detroit's rejuven- 
ated passing game goes to Earl (Dutch) 
Clark who joined the staff as an assistant 
coach this fall. During his playing days with 
the Detroit Lions, Clark was AIl-NFL quar- 
terback five straight years. 


The revenge motive is much overworked 
in the realm of sport but, if you wish, you 
can term today's contest a grudge battle in 
every sense of the word. San Francisco hu- 
miliated the Titans 38-14 before a Home- 
coming crowd in Detroit last fall, and the 
Titans weren't a bit happy about it. There 
are 13 seniors playing their final game for 
Detroit today and they've decided that a vic- 
tory over the Dons would be a fitting climax 
to their college grid careers. 

Will they get it? We'll know in a few 
hours. Right now, let's dispense with the 
chatter and watch the Titans and the Dons 
renew a series that has become a high spot 
of each school's schedule. 
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Ralph Edwards, who coaches “Truth or Consequences” over CBS 
radio and television networks, here uses his quizmaster technique 
on football.
